With  ten  games  left  on  the  sched- 
ule the  Demon  basketball  team 
has  a  record  of  13  wins  and  5 
losses.  Practically  all  games  of  the 
season  have  been  close,  with  the 
Demons  having  to  come  from  be- 
hind in  the  second  half  to  win  in 
too  many  contests.  Two  of  the 
five  losses  were  incurred  at  the 
Gulf  South  Classic  in  Shreveport. 
when  the  Demons  took  fourth 
place  in  a  field  of  eight  teams, 
losing  out  to  Louisiana  Tech  and 
Centenary  after  downing  North 
Texas  State  82-65  in  the  opening 
game. 

Games  were  split  with  Stephen 
F.  Austin,  East  Texas  State,  and 
Southeastern  Oklahoma,  a  record 
which  accounts  for  the  other  three 
losses. 

Tied  for  GSC  Lead 

In  the  Gulf  States  Conference, 
the  Demons  are  tied  with  Louisi- 
ana Tech  for  the  top  spot  with 
identical  records  of  3-0.  This  tie, 
however,  will  be  broken  by  the 
time  you  read  this,  since  these  two 
teams  meet  at  Ruston  on  January 
24.  In  conference  play,  the  Dem- 
ons   have    defeated    Southeastern 


(77-72),    McNeese    (82-79),    and 
Northeast  (78-60). 

Seven  conference  games  remain 
on  the  schedule,  along  with  two 
games  with  Centenary  and  one 
with  Southern  State  of  Magnolia, 
Ark.  Four  of  the  conference  games 
will  be  on  the  home  court  and 
three   away. 

Jimmy  "Red"  Leach  continues 
to  be  the  leading  scorer  for  the 
Demons  this  season  as  he  has 
maintained  an  average  of  better 
than  21  points  per  game.  He  is 
ably  assisted  by  Haley,  Wicker, 
McCann,  Fontenot,  and  Hunter. 
Stewart,  Atkins.  Weldon,  Skinner. 
Johnston,  Wright,  and  Brown  are 
others  in  the  Demon  line-up  who 
have  seen  quite  a  bit  of  action  this 
season  and  should  see  more  as 
the  season  progresses. 

The  Demons  were  co-champions 
last  season,  but  sports  writers  have 
picked  Louisiana  Tech,  with  a  14-1 
record  this  season,  as  the  choice 
for  G.  S.  C.  champions  for  1959. 
Demon  supporters  still  believe 
their  team  has  a  good  chance  to 
win  or  tie  again  this  year.
